Dear  Dahlia  Friends: 

Another  season  is  on  us,  bringing  thoughts  of  the 
pleasure  in  store  when  we  shall  see  in  all  their  glorious 
bloom  the  wonderful  New  Varieties  that  made  the 
various  Honor  Rolls  last  fall. 

Some  few  may  not  come  up  to  expectations  in  all 
parts  of  the  country  —  but  that  only  makes  the  thrill 
greater  when  we  do  succeed. 

Yes,  another  season  is  here.  But  our  thoughts  also  go 
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back  to  memories  of  the  thousands  of  marvelous  blooms 
we  and  scores  of  visitors  had  to  enjoy  from  August  first 
until  October  twelfth,  when  Jack  Frost  bade  us  say 
good-bye.

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OUR  DAHLIAS  ARE  RATED 

These  ratings  are  based  on  the  results  obtained  in  our 
own  gardens.  Some  of  the  newer  varieties  will  score 
higher  in  another  year  as  they  become  acclimated  to  our 
climate  and  soil.  We  very  seldom  condemn  a  new  variety 
if  it  does  not  come  up  to  expectations  the  first  year,  but 
try  it  again,  and  then  if  it  does  not  score  at  least  80  under 
our  system  we  discard  it.  Many  of  the  Roll  of  Honor 
Varieties  and  other  highly  advertised  varieties,  originated 
on  the  eastern  and  western  coasts,  have  not  been  a  success 
in  the  hot  dry  summer  heat  we  have  in  the  mid-western 
and  southern  states.  That  is  why  we  have  fought  so  hard 
for  a  Trial  Garden  at  East  Lansing,  Michigan,  so  the 
originators  can  send  them  there  for  trial  before  the  Mich¬ 
igan  Growers  buy  them.  This  trial  garden  is  under  the 
direction  of  the  American  Dahlia  Society,  the  same  as  the 
one  at  Storrs,  Conn.,  and  we  are  sure  it  will  prove  to  be 
the  greatest  benefit  to  all  Dahlia  Lovers  in  the  Central 
States. 

We  score  varieties  for  husky  growth,  the  ability  to 
withstand  insect  pests  by  their  strong  growth,  good  stems, 
the  bloom  to  be  carried  well  and  of  good  size  for  cut 
flowers  especially,  and  the  ability  to  continue  to  grow  large 
perfect  blooms  until  killed  by  frost. 

Your  best  investment  will  be  those  varieties  that  we 
score  at  least  85. 

You  will  note  a  change  in  our  description  of  varieties. 
We  have  added  to  our  Rating  the  size  leaf,  and  the  aver¬ 
age  height  of  the  bush  as  grown  under  ordinary  field 
culture,  only  watering  when  necessary  but  constantly 
spraying  to  keep  the  bushes  clean  and  thrifty.  Most  back¬ 
yard  gardeners  will  get  much  taller  growth,  we  believe, 
on  account  of  the  individual  attention  given  to  smaller 
plantings.  In  varieties  where  foliage  is  large  and  coarse  we 
find  the  insects  do  not  bother  much;  medium  leaf  is  not 
objectionable;  but  we  steer  clear  of  the  small  leaf 
varieties.  Varieties  are  marked  thus:  LL.  (Large  Leaf); 
ML.  (Medium  Leaf);  SL.  (Small  Leaf).

.  .  .  Leaving  the  trial  grounds  we  then  went  on  to 
Grand  Rapids  and  stopped  at  Zant’s  Wildwood  Gardens. 
It  would  be  a  treat  for  any  dahlia  fan  to  see  the  blooms 
at  this  place,  especially  if  you  stood  at  the  bottom  of  the 
garden,  and  looked  up  the  inclined  planting  at  the  mass 
of  large  flowers  that  were  in  bloom.  We  noted  that  Hill- 
crest  Sunset,  apricot  color,  and  Monmouth  Queen,  a  yel¬ 
low,  looked  real  good.  Also  Kemp’s  No.  32,  a  dark  purple, 
which  I  understand  is  now  named  “Daddy  Kemp,”  and  a 
No.  14  seedling  looked  good.

BLACK  KNIGHT,  I.  D.  (88),  LL.,  7  ft. 

(Kemp’s  No.  7W.)  Another  seedling  of  Kemp’s  we  had 
on  trial,  it  grew  to  over  6  ft.  tall  with  exceptional  stems. 

In  color  a  rich  velvety  maroon,  but  not  dull.  Flowers  of 
great  size  held  high  above  the  foliage  on  thick  stiff  stems.

Leathery  foliage.  The  color  is  a  beautiful  shade  of  old 
rose  or  mulberry  pink.

Indiana  and  West  Virginia  and 
carried  a  bloom  from  Thursday  morning  until  Sunday 
morning  with  stem  wrapped  in  wet  moss  and  wax  paper 
and  left  it  at  the  Golden  Rule  farm  in  Lebanon,  Ohio,  on 
Sunday  noon  in  fair  condition.

Mr.  D.  O.  Eldredge,  editor  of  the  Mid-West  Dahlia 
News,  visited  the  Dahlia  Gardens  in  the  Grand  Rapids 
vicinity  after  attending  the  two-day  Mid-West  Show  held 
in  Grand  Rapids.  This  is  his  report  as  written  in  the 
November  issue: 

“Zant’s  Wildwood  Gardens,  containing  three  acres,  all 
under  electric  light  and  water  lines,  has  the  appearance 
of  an  enormous  sunken  garden.  Thousands  of  persons 
visit  this  garden  annually  and  it  is  claimed  to  be  Mich¬ 
igan’s  finest  dahlia  garden.  No  chance  to  find  fault  with 
the  appearance  of  plants  here.  Monmouth  Queen,  a  light 
yellow  decorative,  stood  out  in  this  garden.  A  large 
American  Beauty  colored  variety,  labeled  3-32,  which  is 
a  Kemp  seedling,  appears  to  have  the  ‘goods.’  Ida  Eliza¬ 
beth,  a  yellow  seedling  of  Parker-Hume,  looked  good,  as 
did  Edward  Rindfleisch  and  Mardi  Gras.  Mr.  Zant  was 
ill,  so  did  not  have  an  opportunity  for  a  desired  chat.”

A  beauty  and  a 
great  favorite  with  the  visitors.  The  roots  are  very  small 
on  this  variety.

ALICE  STELLICIv,  I.  I).  (82),  ML.,  5  to  6  ft. 

A  bi-colored  dahlia  that  commands  unusual  attention  by 
its  striking  beauty.  A  bright  crimson  carmine  with  a  dis¬ 
tinct  white  stripe  in  the  center  of  each  petal  :  the  petals 
curl  and  twist,  making  a  very  appealing  sight.  I  like 
New  Glory  much  better.

AMELIA  EARHART,  S.  C.  (86),  LL.,  3  >/2  to  4  ft. 

(Cordes)  A  1933  introduction  that  took  all  by  storm.  It 
was  and  still  is  one  of  the  largest  dahlias  in  cultivation. 

We  had  one  plant  this  year  that  had  six  12-in.  blooms  at 
one  time.  A  Semi-Cactus,  coral  in  color.  One  of  the 
greatest  exhibition  flowers  ever  introduced.  Our  stock 
is  perfect  and  a  lot  on  the  market  is  not,  so  watch  out 
for  low  prices  on  this  variety.

AMERICAN  LEGION,  I.  D.  (85),  ML.,  31/2  ft. 

A  big,  artistic,  clear  yellow  on  good  stems,  somewhat 
similar  to  Aztec  Glory.  This  variety  was  a  popular  winner 
in  1933.

APRICOT  GLOW,  I.  D.  (89),  LL.,  5  ft. 

One  of  the  most  beautiful  Dahlias  we  grow.  A  blended 
iridescent  pink  hard  to  describe.  Just  imagine  a  tall 
bush  loaded  with  7  to  8  blooms  on  tall  stems  and  you 
have  it.  A  wonder.

ARCTURUS,  F.  D.  (87).  LL.,  6  ft. 

(Peck)  Received  Certificate  of  Merit  at  Storr’s,  1933.  This 
variety  produces  a  high  quality  of  large  flowers.  A  large 
scarlet  red  suffused  deep  yellow  and  with  yellow  reverse. 

The  stems  are  uniformly  good  and  of  proper  length.  The 
substance  of  the  flowers  is  unusual  since  they  outlast  most 
other  dahlias,  either  on  the  bush  or  after  cutting.

BETTY  COLTER,  I.  D.  (87),  LL.,  3  to  4  ft. 

A  light  salmon  red  throughout,  shading  to  old  rose  at  the 
base,  of  the  long  rolled  petals,  the  blooms  are  of  good  size 
and  form,  and  are  held  erect  on  the  best  of  stems,  and 
attracted  plenty  of  attention  in  my  gardens  the  nast  sea¬ 
son.
